AH ripening fruits and opening flow- 


ers haTe a natural tendency to grew 
bright red or purple or blue, though in 
many of ttein the tendency is repressed 
by the dangers attending brilliant dis- 
plays of colors. This natural habit 
depends npon the oxidation of their 
tissues, and is exactly analogous to the 
assumption of Autumn tints by leave. 
If a plant, or a part of a plant, is in- 
jured by such a change of 
color, 


through being rendered more conspicu- 
ous to i's foes, it soon loses the ten- 
dency under the influence of natural 
selection ; in other words, those indi- 
viduals which moat display it got killed 
out, while those which least display it 
survive and thrive. On the other hand, 
if conspicuousness is an advantage to 
the plant, the exact opposite happens, 
and the tendency becomes developed 
into a confirmed habit. This ie the 
ease with the strawberry, as with man) 
other fruits. 
The more bright colored 


the berry is, the better its chance of 
getting its fruitlets dispersed. Birds 
have quick eyes for color, especially for 
red and white ; and thereof almost all 
edible berries have assumed one or the 
other of these two hues. So long as 
the fruitlets remain unripe, and would 
therefore be injured by being eaten, the 
pnlp remains sour, green, and hard , 
but as soon as they have become fit for 
dispersion it grows soft, fills with sugary 
juice, and acquires its ruddy outer flesh. 
Then the birds* see and recognize it as 
edible and govem themselves accord- 
ingly-

AT a Cincinnati brewery there is a 


machine recentlj imported from Ger- 
many which ii under contract to make 
a ton ot ice—or to produce cold equal 
to a ton of ice—lor 'JO cents.

THE ItOSTON FUBUU SCHOOLS, 
The total expenditure for the paUie 


schools of Boston, fbr the year jatt 
closed, was »1, 632,245. The cost. per 
scholar was t'-$ 16, a saving, since the 
reorganization of the school committee 
the previous year, of $7.07 per gohoUr, 
representing an annual saving of $388,- 
486. Tbe following statistics are shown 
by the annual report 


"The average number of pupils be- 


longing to all the schools is 53,817. 
The total «mount expended for high 
school*, including expenditures by the 
Pubiie Building Committee, was $182,- 


IS.75. The average cumber of 


belonging to these schools-is 2,090, and 
the »*«r*ge cost per pupil -$87.42. T^e 
total amount ripended for granmir 
school*, including expenditure! by the 
Public Building Committee, was $172,- 
37834. The average number of pupils 
belonging to these schools, 27,387 ; 
average co^t per pupil, $2820. The 
total amount expended for primary 
schools, including expenditures by the 
Public Building Committee, was $3S5,- 
534 56. The average number of pupils 
belonging to these schools, 20.S9S , 
•verage cost per pupil $18 43."

In ]8t!l they supported a platform 


which declared it unlawful to coerce a 
state. 


In 1BU2 they declared themselves in 


favor of a vigorous preseoution of the 
war. 


In 1864 they intimated that the war 


was a failure. 


In 1866 they rejoiced in its success. 
In 1868 they opposed the constitu- 


tional amendments, 


In 1870 they accepted them as nec- 


essary, and ID 1872 they approved them 
as wise. 


Nor have they always been fearfully 


honest on the money question. 


In 1862 they denounced the legal- 


tender act as unconstitutional, 


in 
1868 they shouted themselves 


hoarse in favor of a doctrine as to 
greenbacks tar more extreme than Mr, 
Field's. 


In 1872 they pledged themselves to 


resumption of specie payments. 


In 1876 they advocated the uncondi- 


tional repeal of the resumption act. 


Such arc and have been the "time- 


honored principles" of tbe democratic 
party. AH things to all men, and a 
unit on but one, and tbat an undying 
devotion to slavery and hatred to liberty. 


IN 1870, Niblaclc, ot' Indiana, an ex- 


treme and bigoted partisan democrat, 
made a harangue in oongress in which 
he brazenly insisted that the vast 
expenditures and burdens of the war 
for the Union were properly chargeable 
to tbe republican party. He was loudly 
applauded by the doughfaces and some 
of the Briga'diere.

that they would be democrats no longer, 
as we said we would be republicans no 
longer, but ail would be Union men, 
and stand together around the flag 
until the rebellion had been pat under 
our feet. I desire to ask tbe gentleman, 
if these things had happened, how long 
the war would have lasted, and how 
much the war would have coat. I do 
not hesitate to say that it, could not 
have lasted six months, and the expen- 
ditures of the war would never have ex- 
ceeded $100,000,000. I say, as a mat- 
ter of current history, that it was the 
great hope of the rebels of the south 
that tbe assistance of the democratic 
party of the north would divide our 
forces and overcome all our efforts; 
tbat at the ballot box the democrats at 
home would i.elp the cause which they 
were maintaining in the field. It was 
that, and that alone, which protracted 
the war, and created our immense debt. 
I come, therefore, to the door of your 
party, gentleman on the other side, and 
I lay down at your threshold every 
dollar of the debt, every item of the 
stupendous total which expresses the 
great cost of the war; and I say if you 
bad followed Douglas there would have 
been no debt, no blood, no burden,

CHICAGO, July 22.—The members of 


the Western Division of the National 
Republican Committee met, pursuant 
to adjournment in New fork, at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel to-day, Senator Lo- 
gan presiding. John C. New, of Indi- 
ana , Chauncey I. Filley, of Missouri; 
Elihu Enos, of Wisconsin, and William 
C. Cooper, of Ohio, were ^present, Mr. 
Filley was elected Vice Chairman, as 
Senator Logan will be absent much of 
the time this fall on campaign matteis 
in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and in the 
East. It was voted that the commit- 
tee select an auxiliary committee from 
Republicans of Chicago to aid in the 
coming campaign. It was also decided 
that an auxiliary committee from each 
of the States embraced in this jurisdic- 
tion be appointed. 
Much other cam- 


paign business was transacted, and af- 
ter exchanging hopeful views on the 
situation the Committee adjourned.

Mjs. Annie Wetmore, of 


New York, took her own life yesterday 
by poisoning herself at the residence of 
Lady Albert Pel ham Clinton, in the 
Hue Brilliant. Deceased was a very 
handsome woman and about 35 years 
of age. Up to a short time since she 
was said to have been affianced to the 
Marquis of Anglesey, to whom she be- 
came engaged soon after her divorce 
from her husband. In June last An- 
glesey met and married Mrs. Wede- 
house, nee Miss Minnie King, of Geor- 
gia, 
Mrs. Wetmore was dreadfully de- 


pressed on hearing of the marriage, and 
at last in despair put an end to her life. 
The sad occurrence has created a great 
sensation in the American colony. 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Dr. Tanner 


complained of vertigo and sickness at 
the stomach this morning, but at noon 
was feeling better. 
He received a let- 


ter from Dr. W. B. Lee, of Marion, III., 
who says he himsclt has fasted twenty- 
four days, and another from a Philadel- 
phia woman who, pleading leap year 
privileges, offers him marriage.' When 
last taken, his pulse was 72, rather 
weak and more compressible than yes- 
terday; temperature 98 3 5; respiration 
16. At noon he entered on the twen- 
ty-fifth day of his fast. 


Night report.—Dr, Tanner's fast re- 


mains unbroken. Despite the drizzling 
rain and muggy weather, he averred 
that the air was• fresher than it had 
been from the start. He did not take 
his usual evening ride, but remained in 
the hall conversing with attendants and 
taking short naps. He retired at 10 
o'clock. Examination made by physi- 
cians shows the following result: Pulse, 
72; temperature, 99, respiration, 1G; 
and weight, 131^-. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 22.—An- 


drew E. Elmore, a prominent democrat 
of this state, has surprised his friends 
by the declaration that he will not vote 
for General Hancock.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 22.—The 


Orphans' Court has finally adjudicated 
the estate of Robt. Moms. Morris was 
the great financier of revolutionary 
times who raised the means to feed and 
pay the colonial armies, who retired 
from office a very rich man ar.d by a 
aeries of land speculations died quite a 
poor man, with » great number of debts 
clinging to bis estate. His prinoiplal 
assets upon his death in 1806 were 
found to be stock in the North Ameri- 
can Land Company. On his death his 
will, dated June 13, 1804, was opened 
and Ms property, what there was of it, 
W»9 left to his wife and issue. 
The 


widow died in 1827. 
AH the parties 


interested under the two wills after the 
settlement of the estate had hung fire 
for a long time, agreed on the 13th of 
June, 1853, to convey all the property, 


real (ted pewooal, left by Itobt. Morris 
to Hichird & Paschal in trust for the 
Mfltlis bein. In 1854 he transferred by 
general eonwnt all the property to John 
MUM, wbo<fced in 1872. 
On Decem- 


ber 1, 1873, the heirs agreed upon 
Henry Phillips, jr., as the trustee, and 
letters of administration were granted 
to him, snd he proceeded to settle the 
estate. Last month he submitted his 
accounts to the Orphans' Court, show- 
ing that a final division of the estate 
had been made by him, $969,250 going 
to the Hebron estate, $969,349 to Rob- 
ert Morris as next of kin, and the 
court has approved the report. 
It has 


taken jnst seventy-four years to reach 
a final distribution of the property left 
by the great financier of the revolution. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., July 22.—A 


stranger named James Smith was at- 
tacked by three tramps this morning, 
about 5 o'clock, near the rolling mill. 
They knocked him down, and one of 
them drawing a razor held it close to 
his throat and took his money from 
him, some $46.

MADISON, Wis., July 22.—Forty out 


of 
sixty-two counties in Wisconsin 


have returned official census returns. 
Twenty-four out of the forty report 
gains over the State census of 1875 of 
46,799. The remainder, sixteen, report 
losses of 25,844—a net gain of 25,955. 
The counties to be heard from are the 
northern portions of the State, in which 
there will be comparatively a large in- 
crease. The gains in the State since 
1875 will fall below 100,000. 
The 


population of the State will reach 1,- 
300,000. 


THE official records of the United 


States Treasury Department show that 
the War of the Rebellion cost the Gov- 
ernment, in direct expenditures and in 
expenses growing out of the war, $6,- 
189,929,908.
